After  this  individual,  however,  informed  the  church  of  Aristro]:^*s 
plan  IF  it  obtained  per*  lesion  from  the  tos  iutgelos  police  Department 
to  conduct  undercover  surveillance  of  Armstrong*  The  ^urch  then 
used  two  *U2^ercover*<  persons  to  collect  evidence  of  Armstrong's 
machinations* 

Videotaped  conversations  show  that  Armstrong  intended  to 
recruit  additional  persons  to  create  "as  much  shit  for  the 
organization  as  possible  Armstrong  intended  to  foster  this  plan 
by  creating  shaii  lawsuits  against  the  Church#  seeding  the  Church's 
filiui  with  forged  and  "incriminating'*  documents  whieh  would  then  be 
seiaed  in  a  raid  by  the  Internal  Peveni^  service  as  part  of  the 
then  ongoing  CID  investigation#  taking  control  of  the  Church  after 
such  a  raid#  and  lying  luider  oath  to  prevent  discovery  and  to 
protect  A^nastrong's  co-conspirators* 

Armstrong  admitted  on  videotape  that  there  was  no  basts  in 
fact  for  his  justification  defense*  since  he  had  no  fear  that  anyone

The  evidence  shows  Armstrong's  state  of  mind^  not  to  be  fear, 
but  instead  to  be  of  a  ealculating,  aggressive  and  dishonest 
character. 

Aimstrong's  own  writings  illustrate  Armstrong's  State  of  mind 
to  be  sickly  and  twisted.  Attached  are  two  examples  of  Armstrong's 
wcitlngs  lilustrating  Armstrong's  psychosis  and  his  plan  to  entrap 
a  senior  Scientoioglst  in  a  compromising  sexual  situation,  as 
previously  presented  but  not  provided  to  the  ServicOi  (Exhibits

dementftd  rasiblings.  However^  vm  have  tried  to  explain  to  the  iRS 
ot  ovary  level  tj^at  the  irastrong  deoiaion  only  stood  for  what 
Ari&strong«a  feigned  state  of  mind  was  during  the  trial.  Yet,  the 
allegations  hept  getting  raised  for  us  to  have  to  deal  with  as  some 
sort  of  fact.  and.  they  are  heing  raised  h^e  again. 

1?h«  Aotstrong  ease  was  reviewed  by  t^e  California  Court  of 
ftppnni  in  gomer  iddi*  the  court  of  Appeal  refused  to  aooept  the 
evidence  that  the  Church  had  discovered  after  the  trial  as  outlined 
above,  on  the  teohnlcality  that  the  trial  court  never  got  to  see  it 
first  (sn  impossibility  since  it  was  obtained  after  the  trial). 
The  court  of  Appeal  upheld  &reokenridge*s  decision  on  the  legal 
technicality  that  it  believed  a  justification  defense  is  available 
to  defend  against  theft  in  California «  As  to  ths  Church  *s  protest 
to  the  gratuitous  and  condemning  langfuage  of  the  Amstrong 
decision,  the  Court  of  Appeal  ruled  there  was  not  a  problem  of 
stigBatifation  beoause  Breekenridge  was  only  reciting  Armstrong*# 
purported  state  of  mind  ^  exactly  what  we  had  been  telling  the  XR8 
from  ldS4  to  this  writing. 

in  Dscttaber  198  s,  Amstrong  entered  into  a  settlement 
agreement  with  the  Church  as.  part  of  the  overall  Flynn  case 
eettleioent*  The  agresAent  was  designed  to  resolve  all  present 
and  future  issues  betiM;en  the  parties.  Armstrong  agreed  not  to 
insert  himself  into  future  legal  proceedings  regardiim  the  Churcdi 
absent  legal  process.  Mthin  a  short  tine  after  receiving  the 
Church's  money,  however,  Armstrong  embarked  on  a  course  of  ciuiduct 
in  direct/  intentional  violation  of  that  agreement. 

tipon  entering  Into  the  agreeaent,  Armstrong  acknowledged  that 
he  understood  the  provieions  of  the  settlement  end  had  received 
legal  advice  thereon.  Armstrong  now  states,  however,  that  he  found 
these  provisions  to  he  "not  wor^  the  paper  they  were  printed  on.** 
He  now  days  that  he  "put  on  a  happy  fsce*^  and  "went  through  the 
oharadew  of  signing  the  settlement  agreement.  The  Church  recently 
sued  Armstrong  for  his  blatant  disregard  of  his  obligations  under 
^e  settlement  agreement.  After  a  full  hearing,  in  which  Armstrong 
was  able  to  fully  air  his  » justification  defense",  essentially 
replaying  his  1984  casSf  another  superior  Court  dudge  ^s  not 
impressed  and  elai^d  Armstrong  with  a  preliminary  injunction*  so, 
history  has  pr^en  Breekenridge  wrong.  Armstrong  Is  anything  but 
frightened.  As  he  so  clearly  said  -  "just  allege  it." 

There  is  a  compelling  body  of  evidence  ^at  suggests  that 
Arastreng  case  was  manufactured  end  arranged  by  the  iRS  prior  to  it 
even  goiag  to  trial.

Armstrong  being  found  jastlfied^  after  they  wera  in  receipt  of 
stolen  property-  thi»  is  evidence  of  motive  for  tamperii^  with  the 
outoome  of  the  Armstrong  case*  It  also  eispiains  their  conduct  in 
illegally  and  secretly  obtaining  a  « legit ;ui»ate"  copy  of  the  tapes 
froB  the  superior  court  after  the  EreckeTuridge  decision  had  been

-  Respite  the  fact  that  communication  with  the  iPS  or  any 
other  federal  agency  was  never  an  issue  in  the  Armstrong  case* 
Breckanridge^s  ruling  inexplicably  invited  Armstrong  to  discuss 
the  contents  of  the  sealed  archives  documents^  and  share  thest  with 
"any  duly  constituted  Governmental  Law  Snforoement  Ageaicy". 

•  During  post  trial  proceedings^  Amstrong's  counsel  let  slip 
a  mention  to  audge  Breekenridge  that  "^s  XRS  is  ititerestedf  as  the 
court  probably  knows-  An  investigation  Is  ongoing  right  now  with 
respect  to  the  XPS  criminal  office’  concerning  the  testimony  in  this 
ease  and  the  euidenoe  that  was  introduced  at  trial*"  However,  the 
^tirch  knew  of  no  sucdi  investigation  and  was  not  informed  of  such 
for  2  months*  lit  fact,  the  CXD  to  this  day  claims  the 
investigation  did  not  begin  until  duly*  Apparently,  the  ms  saw 
fit  to  Inform  Armstrong,  his  attorneys «  and  a  sitting  dudgs  about

Discovery  in  the  Canadian  oaee  revealed  Idiat  Armstrong  <^8 
video  taped  statemants  concerning  Flynn,  IRS  CID  asid  the

Ciamp^l^s  notes  revealed  constant  cosmtunication  wiidt  Ansatrong, 
Flynti,  and  LA  CID  agents-  $he  a^i^ts  travelled  to  ^nada  in 
late  1984  to  coordinate-  Canadian  dociimsnts  and  agent  teatiiiony 
also  revealed  that  Ciaiifpidl  and  his  associates  travelled  to  LA 
coordinate  with  Armstrong  and  la  irs  in  April  1984  -  one  month 
BEFORE  the  iurmstrohg  trial. 

-  The  CIP»s  own  Special  Agent  Report  of  Kay,  19 is  also 
corroborated  that  they  were  working  in  alignment  with  the  FAHCO 
plan  and  Armstrong's  video  taped  aim s.  The  report  stated  that  the

Charles  Rsimph#  d'oe  Tedesco/  Marvin  friendlander/  and  sill  Coimet, 
to  answer  to  allegations  made  in  the  Mew  York  Tines  article  since 
that  ms  what  purportedly  caused  the  cto  invostlgation.  When  Mr* 
Mihcavige  began  by  aekihg  how  the  liY  Times  articlh  could  be  the 
impetus  for  the  CID  investigation  when  the  same  article  states  it 
has  been  going  on  for  a  year/  none  of  the  IRs  personnel  could 
answer  and  in  fact  ended  the  entire  discussion  on  the  article  »  yet 
an  explanatioti  of  the  article  is  precisely  why  they  asked  for 
someone  to  attend  this  meeting. 

CID  agents  coatlnuottsly  dispute  evidence  that  their 
investigation  began  earlier  than  the  il  July/  1984  Hew  York  Times 
article,  if  the  inveetigation  started  before  11  July/  then  it 
would  clearly  show  there  was  no  *reason«»  for  It,  other  than  the 
reason  that  has  been  clearly  emerging  in  evidence  obtained  through 
discovery  in  Canada/  and  in  foia  cases  -  to  wit,  the  CID  started 
the  investigation  much  earlier,  orcheetrated  the  Armstrong  ease  and 
M.Y*  Times  article  as  a  pretext  to  luetify  their  eoncems/  with 
tdte  aim  to  bring  about  the  ^filial  halt*^  to  and  **ultiiiats 
disintegration*  of  Scientoiogy. 

The  Church  contends  the  1984  Armstrong  decision  was  broui^t 
about  by  IKd  agents  Illegally  working  in  collusion  with  private 
litigants.  The  church  vigorously  disadrees  with  the  1984  deoision 
and  with  Judge  hreckenridga^s  observations  about  Scientology,  The 
church  agrees  with  the  1992  Armstrong  deoision  preliminarily 
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ttflielning  bin  from  injecting  himssif  into  oth«r  private  and 
goveimnant  actiorva  concerning  tha  cburcb. 


Among  th«  fall-out  from  tba  Arastrong  oaa«  bas  boon  litigation 
for  most  of  the  paot  decada  over  tbe  XES^s  use  of  sose  of  tbe 
fruits  of  Anastrong*©  theft.  In  addition  to  Hr.  Oubbard»s  private 
and  personal  pap«nrs«  Armstrong  stole  a  tape  made  of  a  attorn^ 
oonferenoe  in  isso.  ^is  conference  was  attended  taurel 
Sullivan  (later  an  informant)  who  headed  a  pro:) act  called 

Mission  Corporate  Category  Sort  Out  (HCC3) .  The  purpose  of  )fCCS 
was  to  align  the  Churches  corporate  structure  with  its  expan^ng 
ftcolosiantical  hierarchy.  MCCS  was  disbanded  in  early  ISSlr 
eoinoident  with  the  overthrow  and  disbandment  of  Idle  GO,  when  it 
ims  learned  that  Sullivan  was  attempting  to  place  some  of  the 
indicted  GO  criminals  in  high  corporate  positions  and  also  in 
control  over  the  trade  and  service  tfjarJcs  of  Oianetics  and 
Scientology. 

The  XRS  gained  illegal  possession  of  thesa  tapes  through  e 
secret  stuamons  served  on  clerk  the  Superior  Court  (Frank  folin) 
without  notice  to  the  church.  A  Federal  Court  later  ruled  the  XRS 
must  return  the  tapes  bacX;  to  their  sealed  position  in  the  Superior 
Court.  In  defiance  of  the  court  order,  the  IRS  made  a  copy  of  thm 
tapesj^  transcribed  them,  and  sent  the  transcripts  to  x&s  agents 
around  the  country.  Several  CIO  and  zo  agenta  working  on  aiureh 
cases  fully  reviewed  the  transcripts,  while  the  Chur<di  itself  never 
had  access  to  them. 

The  IRS  has  used  the  existence  of  the  stolen  tapes  against  the 
Church  both  in  court  and  in  the  exemption  proceedings,  knowing 
full  well  that  the  Churidi  did  not  have  access  to  them  or  knowledge 
of  their  contents,  the  IRS  has  demanded  the  Chunc^  provide  copies 
of  them  in  virtually  ev«i^  iOll  prooeeding. 

This  ploy  was  taken  to  its  most  outrageous  extreme  in  the  csf 
declaratory  iudgeaent  case  before  the  court  df  claims  in  Washington 
D€»  Ihs  Department  of  justice  attorney  representing  the  Iks  in 
Idiis  litigation  vehemently  asserted  the  bald  face  lie  that  C3T 
failed  to  establish  its  ahtltl^ent  to  fiucemption  by  not  providing 
cop^ies  of  the  lfc%9  tapes  during  its  exemption  proceedings,  tie  used 
that  as  the  stepping  stone  for  the  rest  of  his  argument  iti  which  he 
speculated  that  itefarious  purposes  for  the  establishment  of 
ware  evident  in  the  HCCS  tapes,  and  that  these  inferences  had  to  be 
aceapted  since  CST  failed  to  froduce  them.  Hot  only  Were  the  tapes 
unavailable  to  the  churoh,  contrary  to  assertionsi  but  idle  IM 
had  posses  Sion  of.  them  and  knew  they  didA*t  contain  the  inf  arenas 
put  forth  to  the  eourt*  The  big  lie  was  pressed  so  insistently  and 
foreefully  that  the  judge  bought  and  premised  his  entire  ruling  on 
it.

The  Chr  Istot  ter  son  case,  described  at  pages  10«li  and  of 

our  prior  responsa,  vent  to  trial  twice,  had  two  luxy  verdicts  dX3d 
both  verdicts  were  overturned.  The  case  ultimately  was  settled  as 
a  nuisance. 

lulie  Christoff  arson  made  her  claims  against  the  0iureh  only 
after  feeing  kidnapped  and  deprogramiaed  by  convicted  felon  and  C3WI 
founder  Ted  Patrick,  and  attar  being  Induced  to  file  suit  by 
unethical  attorneys  as  part  of  HichasX  Flynn's  paHCQ  scam,  as 
described  in  the  response  to  auestion  ic.d  of  our  prior  response. 
Christofferscn's  attorneys  were  FAMco  members. 

Christofferson  claimed  that  she  had  been  defrauded, 
brainwasbmid  and  stifejeoted  to  eimotional  distress.  The  first  trial 
Of  the  case,  conducted  in  1^79,  was  a  free^for>>all,  in  terns  of 
Sclantology  bashing.  The  iudge  at  that  trial  allowed 
chrletoffttrson'm  counsel  to  parade  a  strli^f  of  form^  memfesrs  and 
atoxe-hougbt  psychiatrists  through  the  court  room  and  essentially 
put  tha  geientdlogy  religion  on  trial,  as  seen  through  their 
hat^*filled  eyes.  This  resulted  in  a  verdict  against  the  Church  of 
dcientoiogy  of  Portland  and  other  Church  entities  in  ^e  Portlaiid 
area,  of  million* 

The  Crogoii  Court  of  uppeals  resoundingly  reversed  the  verdict 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  a  runaway,  heresy  trial  prohibited  fey  ^s 
Pirst  lUttondment.  The  case  was  remanded  for  a  new  trial. 

Given  the  admonitions  of  the  court  of  Appeals  in  remanding  the 
case,  the  second  trial  should  have  been  Mtter  controlled.  It  was 
not.  If  anything  the  second  trial,  conducted  in  ItSSi  was  Worse, 
as  by  that  time  Ifichael  Flynn  had  put  together  a  ragulsr  l^avellng 
circus'  of 'apostates,  that  ho  siq^ortedto  hla,  allied.  FhMtO  attorneys 
who  W^e  taking  the  case  ^  All  the  witnessee  had  ttoee  things  in 
coismon.  One,  they  had  never  met  ^Fuiie  Christoff ereon.  Two,  they 
were  all  represented  by  Flynn  and  had  a  stake  in  the  outc^e  of 
litigaticii.  Three,  they  were  CIS  infomants.  This  was  the  same 
tum^kiy  arranfement  used  in  the  Arastrong  case.

On  cross  examination  Armstrong  was  qtisstionad  about  th«  facts 
disclosed  in  tbs  vidso  tapss  outilnsd  sarllsr  in  the  Armstrong 
section  of  this  answ^mct  1?rus  to  his  premsditatsd  plsdga  to  deny 
any  of  it,  even  und^  oath,  ho  prooosdsd  to  do  Just  that«  ^us,  hs 
denied  that  he  had  ever  i>aen  involved  in  any  planning  to  tahe  over 
the  churoh  or  to  seed  its  files  with  phoney  dootssents  in 
preparation  for  a  cm  raid,  and  other  sinllar  facts  that  the  tapes 
clearly  doeunantsd.  He  was  asked  if  he  ever  met  with  anyone  to 
discuss  anything  like  this,  ^mstrong  vehemently  denied  it*  His 
blatant  perjury  then  was  exposed  when  the  lios  Angeles  police 
department  sanctioned  video  tapes  were  put  into  evidence. 

within  two  hours  of  this  testimony,  eiD  agents  and  District 
counsel  attorneys  were  in  Portland  in  the  Judge *8  chambers,  and  In 
a  clear  att«Rpt  at  Intimidation,  demanded  access  to  and  sealing  of 
the  tapes.  Siimltaneously,  CXD  agents  bipkin  smA  Ristuecla  visited 
the  Chief  of  the  Los  Angelas  police  department  to  arrange  cover  for 
their  operation.  Thim  case  should  have  edqplodedi  in  the  plaintiff’s 
face  with  a  aunmary  perjury  conviction  of  her  star  witness* 
instead,  as  a  result  of  iPS  CID  interference  it  was  allows  to  run 
its  full  course  as  a  modern-slay  heresy  trial  against  the 
Scientology  religion. 

Hot  only  was  Armstrong  not  charged  with  perjury,  but  other  CXD 
informants  such  as  Laurel  Sullivan,  sill  Franks,  Eddie  Walters  and 
Howard  schomer,  were  also  allowed  to  disparage  the  ^ientology 
religion  to  their  heart’s  content f  and  cak  psychologist  Wargaret 
singer,  whose  theories  on  ’’cults**  and  ‘’brainwashing*  haw 
subieguentXy  been  con^letsly  discredited  in  several  courts,  waa 
allowed  expound  upon  those  theories  making  Scientology  out  to  be 
something  entirely  evil  and  diabolical*  lEhis  wcsit  on  to  the  point 
where  once  again  Soientology  was  on  trial  and  the  jury  was 
overwhelmed  by  the  poisoned  atmosphere  and  the  inflammatory 
accusations* 

1>he  resulting  $19  million  verdict  was  so  outrageous  that  a 
public  outofy  went  up,  not  just  from  Scleiitologista  but  from  the 
religious  comaunity  at  large.  The  judge  himself  was  shocked,  and 
in  admitting  that  the  case  had  gotten  out  of  hand  in  violation  of 
the  court  of  appeals  ruling  in  the  first  case,  declared  a  mistrial 
and  nullified  the  verdict  completely. 

The  Churs^  thus  does  not  agree  with  the  verdict  reacd^ed  by  the 
jury  but  does  agree  with  the  mistrial  declaration  that  nullified 
that  verdict  •xactiy  ^0  days  after  it  was  entered.

Singer,  none  of  vhraa  had  even  ?net  tarry  until  the  eve  of  trial* 
fhe  trial  was  no  different  than  Ohristoff arson  -  sape  vitnessas, 
m&nm  doeumsnts  -  esosapt  that  it  lasted  fca?  an  additional  two 
donths,  the  entire  trial  was  five  months  of  unrastrained  ridicule 
and  attact  of  the  Scientology  religion. 

On  appeal  the  vardict  was  reduced  by  the  California  Court  of 
Jkigseal  to  $2*S  million.  Tha  Court  of  hppaal  charaotarised  the 
amount  of  the  verdict  as  **pr«posterous,*<  Although  clearly  shocked 
by  the  outrageous  verdict,  the  court  of  appeal  want  out  of  its  way 
to  recite  a  factual  racord  absolutely  unsupported  by  the  record 
below  to  justify  Wollersheim  receiving  the  $2.3  million  they 
arbitrarily  decided  he  was  entitled  to. 

Both  Hollarsheim  and  the  Church  filed  petitions  with  the 
iVnited  states  Supreme  court.  Hollersheim^s  petition  was  deniiml, 
but  the  united  states  Supreme  Court  granted  the  Church  *s  petitioni 
vacated  the  judgment  and  remanded  the  case  to  state  appellate 
court  for  further  proceedings.  On  r^and,  the  Court  of  Appeal 
issued  a  new  deciBion  giving  Wollershelm  a  Choice  of  accepting  a 
$2.5  million  award  or  having  the  case  remanded  for  a  new  teiai. 
When  Noilersheim  refused  to  accept  the  award,  the  court  of  Appeals 
changed  their  decision  and,  instead  of  sending  the  case  for  a  new 
trial  as  reguired,  ainended  the  decision  to  affirm  their  original 
award  of  $2.5  million. 

that  decision  was  superceded  as  a  matter  of  law  by  the 
California  supreiie  court's  grant  ^is  summer  of  CSC^s  Petition  for 
nevisw.  The  matter  is  pending  before  the  California  supreme  Court* 
The  final  adjudication  of  this  ease  is  yet  to  be  made* 

However,  the  only  thing  the  church  of  Scientology  was  sver 
guilty  of  with  respect  to  Larry  Wollersheim  was  trying  to  help  him,

theory  even  has  the  internal  Bevenu*  Servieet  along  with  the  FBZ| 
Justice  Department  and  the  Judiciary#  having  their  actions  with 
respect  to  Scientology  dictated  hy  the  CIA? 

*lf  ycu  were  sitting  as  direotor  in  cne  of  the  super-secret 
intelligence  agencies  or  thinic  tanks  uould  you  hesitate  for  a 
soment  to  run  interfereiK^  on  the  outer  agencies#  the  fBZ,  the 
Justice  Dept>  §  the  IBS  or  the  Judiciary  if  this  would  insure  that 
national  security  interests  in  this  valuabis  thought  recors  field 
erperiaent  w^uld  not  he  tereinated.  iiouldh*t  you  also  periodically 
let  the  lover  agencies  publicly  rough  up  Scientology  to  help 
maintain  the  great  religion  cover  and  release  some  of  the  pent  up 
victim  and  social  back-pressure.”

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Thd  Sarvicft  also  has  direotsd  th«  sujpi^ort  th«3«  dissidenhs 
c«e«ivo«  An  LA  dlst^le^  counsel  ahtomey  encouraged  VloXl  Asnaraii 
to  <*tiXe  a  stand**  against  Scientology,  and  her  lawyer  discusaed  her 
civil  caae  etratogy  at  length  with  LA  District  Counsel  and  BD 
agents.  Once  Aanaran  was  on  board  her  ten  year  old  i^ersonal  inoone 
tax  dispute  with  the  IBS  nagically  disappeared.  Laurel  Sullivan 
was  represented  by  the  u.s*  Attorney's  office  (on  the 
justification  she  was  an  IBs  informant)  in  a  civil  case  brought  by 
the  church  against  her  for  violating  the  attorney-client  privll^e.

evil  it  is*  History  is  on  our  side  today* 
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Throughout  history,  men  and  women  of  religion  have  stood  against 
tyranny  and  fought  for  the  natural  right  of  all  individuals  to  practice 
their  own  faiths  and  beliefs,  free  from  harassment,  suppression  and 
persecution. 

This  website  is  supported  by  men  and  women  of  this  kind;  parents, 
teachers,  business  leaders,  health  practitioners,  artists,  working 
people  from  every  walk  of  life.

Let  the  distinction  be  clear:  Any  right  used  by  one  man  to  harm 
another  is  no  right  at  all,  but  instead  a  tool  of  oppression  wielded  by 
those  who,  left  unopposed,  would  destroy  all  rights  and  freedoms 
until  only  those  remain  that  favor  the  tyrant. 
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In  late  1994  and  early  1995  a  few  copyright  anarchists  unlawfully 
acquired  copies  of  unpublished  Church  of  Scientoiogy  scriptures  and 
posted  them  on  the  Internet.  When  they  were  sued  successfuily  by 
the  copyright  holders,  these  same  people  embarked  on  an  anti- 
religious  hate  campaign  utiiizing  Internet  newsgroups,  websites  and 
the  press. 

One  resuit  of  this  campaign  has  been  an  increase  in  acts  of 
harassment  and  violence  perpetrated  against  Scientoiogists. 
Scientology  churches  have  been  vandalized  and  individuai 
Scientologists  have  been  harassed,  physicaliy  attacked  and 
threatened  with  death.  When  oppressive  government  agencies  in 
France  and  Germany  sought  support  for  their  discriminatory  policies 
against  minority  reiigions,  the  same  group  of  peopie  who  began  this 
chain  of  violence  traveled  to  Europe  to  spread  their  lies. 
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Other  faiths  aiso  have  been  the  targets  of  anti-reiigious  vioience. 
Extremists  in  the  United  States  have  fire-bombed  Baptist  churches 
and  have  defaced  Jewish  synagogues. 

In  Europe,  right-wing  nationaiists  have  openiy  attacked  members  of 
other  faiths  and  have  staged  vioient  hate  raiiies.  And  in  the  East, 
being  a  member  of  a  "disfavored"  reiigion  has  proven  to  be  fatai.  The 
issue  affects  everyone. 

Thus,  people  of  all  faiths  must  unite  in  common  support  of  not  merely 
members  of  their  own  religion,  but  of  ail  religionists.  We  must  be 
vigilant  in  protecting  the  cherished  right  to  freedom  of  worship  and  in 
exposing  the  extremists  who  spread  hatred  and  violence. 

Freedom  of  speech  is  a  fundamentai  liberty;  it  is  one  of  the  hailmarks 
of  a  free  society.  It  is  not,  however,  a  license  to  incite  acts  of 
violence  through  lies.  And  when  it  is  abused  by  people  whose  only 
intentions  are  to  harm  and  destroy  it  is  incumbent  upon  honest 
citizens  to  speak  out. 

This  section  of  the  web  site  exposes  the  truth  about  these  instigators 
so  that  no  one  else  will  succumb  to  their  lies. 
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Gerald  Armstrong  is  a  former  clerk  in  a 
Scientology  church. 

In  former  days,  Armstrong  hatched  a  plot 
to  seize  the  Church's  assets  in  collaboration 
with  the  Los  Angeles  IRS  Criminal 
Investigation  Division. 

When  the  Church  discovered  this,  its 
attorneys  obtained  permission  from  a  Los  Angeles  police  officer  to 
conduct  an  investigation  into  Armstrong's  plans.  The  investigation 
caught  Armstrong  on  videotape  stating  that  he  intended  to  forge 
and  then  plant  incriminating  documents  on  Church  premises,  to  be 
discovered  in  a  subsequent  raid.  When  challenged  on  how  he  would 
obtain  proof  of  the  allegations  he  intended  to  make,  he  responded 
that:  "We  don't  have  to  prove  a  goddam  thing.  We  don't  have  to 
prove  shit.  We  just  have  to  allege  it." 
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As  part  of  the  same  scheme,  Armstrong  planned  to  subvert  a  senior 
Scientology  executive  using  sexual  enticement  in  a  scheme  he  titled 
"Operation  Long  Prong."  This  is  documented  both  in  his  own 
handwriting  and  on  video. 
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Since  leaving  California,  Armstrong,  a  native  Canadian,  has  lived  in 
British  Columbia,  Canada,  and  appears  to  have  no  gainful 
employment.  Yet  he  has  somehow  managed  to  travel  all  over  the 
world  in  pursuit  of  his  hate  agenda. 
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In  2000,  Armstrong  traveled  to  Europe  to  attend  an  anti-religious 
conference  in  Leipzig,  Germany. 

In  2001,  Armstrong  traveled  extensively  in  Europe,  joining  in  a  hate 
march  in  France  with  extremist  Roger  Gonnet  and  visiting  anti- 
religious  groups  in  Russia  and  Denmark.  At  a  meeting  of  hate 
groups  in  Russia,  Armstrong  met  with  deprogramming  proponent 
Alexander  Dvorkin. 
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In  addition  to  his  unlawful  activities,  Armstrong's  mental  stability  is 
questionable.  Armstrong  once  posted  a  message  on  the  Internet 
concerning  a  letter  he  sent  to  Saddam  Hussein  during  the  Gulf  War. 
In  the  letter,  he  offered  himself  to  Hussein  as  a  hostage  in  the  Iraqi 
war.  "If  either  side  failed  to  perform  any  part  of  the  agreement,  the 
other  side  could  execute  me,"  he  concluded.  Armstrong  makes  clear 
in  his  posting  that  he  did  not  think  the  letter  to  Hussein  was  a  joke, 
but  was  deadly  serious.  He  quite  proudly  republishes  it  and  other 
similar  writings  from  time  to  time.  To  further  demonstrate  how  out 
of  touch  he  is  with  reality,  Armstrong  had  himself  photographed  by 
a  newspaper  naked  while  holding  a  globe  to  promote  his  theories  of 
destroying  all  money. 
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The  following  is  what  Gerry  Armstrong's  "friends"  think  of  him: 

Rob  Clark:  "Gerry  Armstrong  flat-out  walked  off  [the  Church  of 
Scientology]  with  a  bunch  of  stuff  when  he  left.  ...  what  Armstrong 
did  would  otherwise  have  been  theft.  ...  I'm  disgusted  with  warrior 
[Mark  Plummer].  I  was  not  particularly  pleased  when  he  signed  off 
on  that  c— sucker  Armstrong  smearing  me  with  his  dumbass

the  Armstrong  hate  gailery  just  for  them.  I  didn't  realize  Armstrong 
was  more  than  mildly  kooky  until  recently. 

Paul  Rubin:  "I  used  to  hang  out  with  Armstrong  a  fair  amount.  He 
had  a  zealot  and  maybe  paranoid  streak  but  wasn't  whacko  like 
this." 

Rob  Clark:  "Where  anyone  who  disagrees  with  Armstrong's 
continuing  lunatic  rampage  gets  added.  If  they  really  disagree  with 
his  lunacy,  they  get  their  own  whole  section  as  an  "op"  with  wacky 
animated  gifs." 


Rob  Clark:  "Gerry  Armstrong  accused  her  [Katherine  Harris]  of 
being  Aldrich  Ames." 

Stephen  Sheehan:  "He  said  this,  in  seriousness." 


[Name  Deleted]:  "He  [Gerry  Armstrong]  is  a  complete  idiot." 


Rob  Clark:  "He's  a  vicious  psycho  is  what  he  is." 

[Name  Deleted]:  "He  doesn't  actually  believe  that,  does  he? 

Rob  Clark:  "If  he  does  believe  it,  he's  insane  and  if  he  doesn't,  he  is 
deliberately  libeling  someone  just  because  they  disagree  with  his 
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loony  bullshit." 


Stephen  Sheehan:  "Stupid  Gerry  Armstrong." 


Scott  Pilutik:  "Martin  Ottmann  got  his  own  wing  in  the  Gerry  kook-o- 
fame." 

Deana  Holmes:  "God  Gerry's  a  nutball." 

Scott  Pilutik:  "It's  ok,  it's  for  legal  reasons  the  expected  insanity 
defense." 

Elizabeth  Fisher:  "Gerry  nuts  =  prominent  critic,  ergo,  all  critics  are 
nuts.  This  is  kinda  serious,  albeit  a  tad  farfetched." 

Ed  Hammerstrom:  "Hiya  ef  [Elizabeth  Fisher]" 

Elizabeth  Fisher:  "Are  you  too  a  fan  of  Gerry's  osa  pages?" 

Ed  Hammerstrom:  "Not  really." 

Elizabeth  Fisher:  "It  gets  worse  and  worse  he  now  added  Martin 
Ottmann." 

Scott  Pilutik:  "Martin  gets  his  own  dedicated  page.  It's  not  quite  as 
telling  as  Arnie's  subdirectories.  He  makes  a  new  one  each  time  it 
seems,  each  less  descriptive  and  more  useless  as  the  last.  He 
[Gerry  Armstrong]  never  used  to  be  this  kooky.  He  always  had  a 
sort  of  Jebus  complex  but  it  never  quite  germinated  into  the 
messiahdom  it  is  now." 

Elizabeth  Fisher:  "No.  he  always  had  the  messiahdom  but  now,  it 
seems,  it  is  being  encouraged.  I  mean,  someone  makes  those  pages 
for  him  I  presume,  Caroline  [Letkeman]." 

Scott  Pilutik:  "No  idea  how  the  dynamics  of  that  relationship  work, 
but  I  think  it's  safe  to  say  she's  [Caroline  Letkeman]  encouraging 
some  seriously  kooky  behavior  or  pushing  for  it."

After  she  had  become  a  visible  critic  under  her  own  name." 

Elizabeth  Fisher:  "His  [Armstrong]  insanity  is  getting  worse  and  she 
[Letkeman]  must  be  encouraging  it." 

Kady  O'Malley:  "...but  the  thing  is,  you  read  Gerry  from  1997,  1998 
it's  like  a  different  person." 

Ed  Hammerstrom:  "He  [Armstrong]  definitely  is  going  crazy,  seems 
to  me.  I  think  he  has  had  alcohol  problems  in  the  past." 

Kady  O'Malley:  "Ed,  if  you  were  his  girlfriend,  wouldn't  you  be  doing 
something  other  that  (sic)  encourage  him  in  this?  I  mean,  I  find  it 
bizarre  that  she'd  not  only  not  be  trying  to  wind  him  down  but 
actively  instigating."

Rob  Clark:  "Loonboy  [Armstrong]  has  declared  Martin  Ottmann  an 
osa  op?? 

What  a  f— ing  NUTCASE  that  is  just  unf— ingbelievable.  ...  I  think 
she  [Lekteman]  is  just  yet  another  wigout  who  was  only  marginally 
sane  because  of  the  relative  discipline  of  the  cult  and  now,  released 
of  this,  is  totally  batshit  along  with  her  totally  batshit  Gerry.  Sorry, 
anyone  who  thinks  Martin  Ottmann  is  an  osa  op  has  fried  their  f— 
ing  brain  and  needs  to  be  under  observation  in  a  locked  ward." 

Kady  O'Malley:  "We're  all  agreed  on  Gerry  being  insane.  Don't  tell 
warrior  [Mark  Plummer]."

Robert  Clark:  "He's  despicable,  god,  talk  about  an  insane  asylum: 
Truth  Seeker,  Magoo,  Warrior,  Zinj,  Fredric  Rice." 

Ed  Hammerstrom:  "...is  off  and  quiet." 

Rob  Clark:  "yah,  if  you  don't,  you  end  up  like  Gerry  is  lately.  He  has 
now  just  declared  Martin  Ottmann  an  OSA  op  for  no  sane  reason. 
He's  totally  gone  off  the  deep  end." 

Stephen  Sheehan:  "He's  [Armstrong]  saying  everyone  and  their 
grandparents  are  OSA." 

Rob  Clark:  "I  ended  up  having  warrior  [Mark  Plummer]  repost  old  ... 
shit  on  me  because  I  pointed  out  that  Gerry  got  fooled  by  a 
blatantly  forged  email.  Anyway,  this  is  the  sort  of  stuff  that  can't 
appear  sane  to  a  casual  onlooker  which  is  why,  IMO,  ars  [hate 
newsgroup]  is  bad  for  mental  health.  I  am  more  and  more  seeing  it 
[ars]  as  a  data  dump  than  as  a  place  where  there  are  actual  human 
beings  who  can  be  communicated  with  in  a  sane  manner." 
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
